Th  terms  of  the  sale  were  $1,000.00  immediately  upon 
agreement  of  sale,  and  the  balance  of  $4,500.00  with  in- 
terest July  1,  1945.  The  first  $1,000.00  was  received  and 
deposited  by  Rufus  H.  Baker  just  prior  to  his  death.  This 
sum  was  invested  June  1945  in  one  $1,000.00  United  States 
treasury  bond  shown  under  investments. 

The  first  six  months  interest  payment  has  been  received 
for  this  bond,  although  too  late  to  be  recorded  in  this  year's 
statement  of  income. 

The  sale  of  this  farm  was  consummated  shortly  after 
July  1  and  the  balance  of  $4,500,  shown  also  under  invest- 
ments, was  received.  This  fund  with  the  proceeds  from  the 
two  called  bonds,  Pennsylvania  R.  R.  3%s  at  $1,040.00, 
and  Public  Service  Co.  of  Indiana  3y±s  at  $1,051.25,  backed 
by  the  Kansas  Farm  account  $768.99,  gave  the  trustees  a 
total  of  $7,360.25  available  for  investment.  The  invest- 
ments of  these  funds  were  completed  after  the  close  of  this 
year 's  business  and  consequently  do  not  appear  in  the  state- 
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ment  of  investments.     The  following  is  a  statement  of  the 
securities  purchased.

This  leaves  a  balance  of  $227.04  in  the  Kansas  Farm 
account  which  will  be  added  to  the  deposit  of  $630.43  now 
held  in  the  Merrimack  County  Savings  Bank  as  a  reserve 
fund  for  possible  losses  through  investments. 

The  repairs  to  the  library  building  have  been  made  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  $1.00  in  the  fund.  This  account  will  be 
held  open  pending  any  decision  of  the  town  to  make  in- 
terior renovations  now  badly  needed. 

At  this  time  I  should  like  to  thank  the  other  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  Mr.  Rufus  H.  White,  particu- 
larly, for  their  help  in  completing  the  sale  of  the  Jones 
farm  and  reinvestment  of  the  library  funds.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOW  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

In  Case  of  Fire  —  Call  2709-M 

In  February,  1945,  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Bow 
were  informed  by  the  City  of  Concord  Fire  Board  that  due 
to  a  shortage  of  men  and  equipment  that  the  Concord  Fire 
Department  would  no  longer  be  able  to  answer  all  calls  for 
fire  in  Bow  as  they  had  in  the  past.  If,  however,  the  Town 
of  Bow  would  form  its  own  Fire  Department,  the  Concord 
Fire  Department  would  help  if  possible  whenever  called 
by  the  Bow  Fire  Department.  This  would  be  on  a  "Mutual 
Aid"  basis,  each  to  help  the  other  whenever  necessary. 

At  town  meeting  on  March  13,  the  Fire  Department 
article  was  approved  by  the  voters  and  the  necessary  money 
appropriated. 

On  March  22,  the  first  meeting  of  the  Bow  Volunteer 
Fire  Department  was  held  at  the  town  hall.  Some  fifty 
men  were  present.  It  was  first  voted  to  form  the  Bow 
Volunteer  Fire  Department  and  then  the  officers  were 
nominated  and  elected.  Thirty-nine  of  the  men  present 
signed  up  as  members. 

At  a  later  meeting  it  was  voted  to  locate  the  fire  station 
at  the  Mills  because  there  are  more  men  available  to  answer 
fire  alarms  and  also  the  Mills  is  the  center  of  population  of 
the  town. 

On  the  evening  of  April  25,  we  started  our  twice  a  week 
and  sometimes  Sunday  and  holiday  work  meetings.  These 
meetings  have  continued  right  through  the  year  with  an 
average  attendance  of  some  twelve  to  fifteen  men. 

We  applied  to  the  N.  H.  ODT  for  a  new  truck  right  after 
Town  Meeting.  It  was  September  before  we  received  it. 
Work  on  the  body  was  started  immediately  at  Carl  Ogden  's 
garage.  In  November,  the  weather  becoming  cold,  the 
truck  was  taken  to  the  new  fire  station,  which  was  by  then

far  enough  finished  so  it  could  be  heated  with  a  stove 
donated  by  Asa  Morgan. 

The  second  Wednesday  of  July  was,  according  to  our 
by-laws,  our  first  annual  meeting.  All  officers  were  re- 
elected and  committees  appointed.  The  same  evening,  a 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  to  the  Fire  Department  was  formed  and 
an  invitation  extended  to  any  and  all  women  of  the  town 
to  join. 

The  remodeling  of  the  fire  station  will  be  completed  in 
the  spring,  and  we  feel  that  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Bow 
will  have  a  fire  station  that  they  can  be  proud  of. 

The  new  truck,  although  not  finished,  is  usable  and  the 
new  200-gallon  per  minute  pump,  already  used  at  two  fires, 
does  excellent  work.  We  hope  to  have  the  truck  finished 
by  Town  Meeting  Day  and  will  have  it  on  display  at  the 
town  hall. 

We  are  now  installing  a  fire  alarm  system  with  a  tele- 
phone in  the  fire  house  and  one  in  Sherburne's  General 
Store.  The  siren  will  be  on  the  fire  house  for  the  present. 
The  telephone  number,  in  case  of  fire,  is  2709-M.  This 
number  will  be  answered  day  or  night  and  be  sure,  in  case 
of  fire,  to  tell  who  you  are  and  what  and  where  the  fire  is. 

The  department  has  held  whist  parties,  shows  and  dances 
and  has  raised  some  $90.00.  The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  has 
worked  hard  and  raised  around  $200.00  themselves.  This 
money  will.be  used  to  buy  equipment  for  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

The  Fire  Department  now  has  fifty  members  and  we  have 
answered  seven  calls  since  we  organized.  One  barn  and 
one  house,  both  too  far  gone  when  discovered,  were  total 
losses ;  one  chimney  fire,  no  damage ;  and  four  brush  fires. 

I  want  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Department  and  the 
Ladies  of  the  Auxiliary  for  all  their  help,  enthusiasm  and 
hard  work,  without  which  we  could  not  have  accomplished 
what  we  have.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  District  of  Bow : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  schools. 

The  current  school  year  opened  with  all  the  Bow  young- 
sters provided  for  at  the  Mills  School.  With  but  ten  pupils 
at  the  Center  School  last  year,  it  did  not  seem  wise  to  try 
and  operate  that  school  another  year,  particularly  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  Miss  Luby  did  not  feel  that  she  could  re- 
turn another  year.  By  moving-  the  pupils  of  the  Bog- 
School  to  the  Mills,  the  eight  grades  could  be  evenly  di- 
vided, and,  with  one  exception,  each  teacher  would  have 
but  two  grades  to  teach  rather  than  three  or  four  as  had 
been  the  case  over  the  past  few  years. 

In  order  to  accommodate  the  additional  pupils  at  the 
Mills  School,  it  was  decided  to  finish  off  the  basement  of 
the  so-called  addition  of  that  school.  Heat  and  fluorescent 
lights  were  installed,  a  linoleum  floor  laid,  and  the  walls 
and  ceiling  attractively  decorated.  Although  a  basement 
is  not  an  ideal  location  for  a  classroom,  I  feel  that  the 
numerous  advantages  obtained  by  the  present  arrange- 
ment more  than  compensate  for  the  few  undesirable  fac- 
tors. I  am  certain  that  the  youngsters  have  been  able  to 
profit  to  a  greater  degree  in  classrooms  containing  but 
two  grades  than  was  possible  before. 

It  might  be  mentioned  at  this  point  in  my  report  that 
the  desks,  "seats,  and  other  equipment  purchased  for  the 
new  room  at  the  Mills  can  be  readily  used  at  such  time  as 
building  of  an  addition  is  possible.  When  such  an  addi- 
tion is  provided  the  materials  used  on  floors,  walls,  and 
ceiling  can  become  a  part  of  an  activities  room  in  the 
basement  of  the  school  by  extending  the  present  partition 
through  to  the  east  wall  of  the  building.  Such  a  room 
would  give  the  pupils  a  useful  place  for  assemblies,  music 
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periods,  lunch  periods,  and  other  school  activities,  all  of 
which  could  be  provided  at  little  additional  cost  where  part 
of  the  job  has  already  been  completed.  Such  an  arrange- 
ment would  provide  the  Bow  Schools  with  an  excellent 
set-up  for  that  size  school. 

As  was  mentioned  earlier,  Miss  Luby,  who  had  pre- 
viously taught  at  the  Center  School,  left  for  other  employ- 
ment. The  remaining  four  teachers  returned  —  Miss 
Smith  in  Grades  7-8,  Miss  Cole  Grades  5-6,  Mrs.  Fernald 
(previously  at  the  Bog)  Grades  3-4,  and  Mrs.  Cross  Grades 
1-2  and  part  of  3. 

The  teacher  situation  throughout  the  state  is  still  acute. 
We  in  Bow  are  certainly  fortunate  to  have  a  corps  of  ex- 
perienced teachers.  Through  the  war  vears  but  few 
young  people  trained  for  the  teaching  profession,  and  as 
yet  less  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the  normal  number  of 
trainees  are  enrolled  in  our  teaching  training  institutions. 
It  certainly  looks  as  though  it  would  be  at  least  five  years 
before  teachers  will  be  trained  in  sufficient  numbers  to 
meet  our  needs.  Obviously  the  rural  sections  of  the  state 
have  been  the  principal  sufferers  in  this  regard.  For 
that  reason  alone  our  consolidation  in  the  Bow  Schools 
has  created  a  more  attractive  set-up  for  potential  teachers 
of  the  future. 

I  should  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  several  statis- 
tical tables  at  the  end  of  this  report.  You  will  note  that 
our  total  enrollment  this  year  is  slightly  below  that  of 
the  previous  year.  The  per  cent  of  attendance  figures  are 
slightly  higher  than  the  previous  year,  with  but  little 
change  in  the  amount  of  tardiness.  Both  figures  I  feel 
are  quite  satisfactory. 

The  School  Board's  Budget  for  the  school  year  1946-47, 
included  in  this  section  of  the  Town  Report,  calls  for  an 
increase  of  $1,900  over  the  budget  of  a  year  ago.  This 
increase  is  primarily  due  to  an  additional  appropriation 
necessary  for  High  School  Tuitions,  together  with  an  in- 
crease in  the  transportation   figure  necessitated  by  the 
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centralizing  of  our  schools  at  the  Mills.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  forty-four  pupils  from  Bow  in  various 
secondary  schools,  and  with  twenty-two  in  our  present 
eighth  grade,  the  number  next  year  will  reach  approxi- 
mately sixty.  The  various  towns  and  cities  charge  the 
School  District  of  Bow  between  $100  and  $114  (present 
state  average)  per  pupil.  This  latter  figure  will  un- 
doubtedly reach  $120  another  year.  Such  a  demand  would 
mean  an  increase  for  tuitions  of  $2,000  over  the  amount 
actually  paid  this  year. 

Although  the  amount  necessary  for  transportation  is 
considerably  larger  than  the  amount  asked  for  a  year 
ago,  the  total  of  the  present  transportation  figure  and  the 
amount  paid  for  teachers'  salaries  is  no  larger  than  we 
would  have  paid  if  the  Bog  and  Center  Schools  had  not 
been  closed. 

As  was  intimated  earlier  I  feel  that  the  citizens  of  Bow 
can  well  be  proud  of  their  school.  The  spirit  of  the 
pupils,  the  cooperative  and  efficient  manner  in  which  the 
teachers  have  carried  on  their  work,  and  the  continued 
interest  and  effort  of  the  School  Board  have  all  been  con- 
tributing factors  in  the  operation  of  our  school.  I  appre- 
ciate the  fine  attitudes  manifested  by  each  of  these  groups.
